90 years for bat beating 

1 victim remains severely 
injured, other has seizures

Sheila McShane was outwardly stoic during 
the trial of the reputed gang member whose 
2010 baseball-bat attack left her daughter 
brain-damaged, but on Thursday the emo- 
tions poured out as the Northern Ireland 
mother told a judge how her family had been 
torn apart by the beating. 

“%u never really realize how much you 
care for your family until something like this 
happens,” said McShane, pausing to cry mo- 
ments after describing how the mugging had 
reduced daughter Natasha, once a promising 
graduate student, to “a child” who used a pic- 
ture book of objects to communicate. 

The judge, saying Heriberto Viramontes had 
been motivated by greed and hate, sentenced 
him to 90 years in prison for a vicious assault 
that shocked Chicagoans and became another 
international symbol of the city’s violence. 

“Their only sin was thinking it was safe to 
walk four or five blocks in the city of Chi- 
cago,” Judge Jorge Alonso said of Natasha 
McShane and the other victim, Stacy Jurich. 
“...In my opinion, Chicago’s been a little safer 
since you’ve been in the Cook County Jail.” 

After the judge concluded, Sheila McShane 
stood and embraced Jurich. Her daughter had 
remained at home because of her injuries. 

Jurich and Natasha McShane had left a pop- 
ular bar at about 3 a.m. on April 23, 2010, and 
had begun walking to Jurich’s duplex in Buck- 
town. They were halfway through a lit viaduct 
in the 1800 block of North Damen Avenue 
when Jurich was hit from behind with a wood- 
en Rawlings baseball bat. Viramontes then 
struck McShane, who fell limp to the sidewalk. 

Jurich, who took a deep breath after taking 
the witness stand Thursday, called Viramon- 
tes a “cowardly evil being.” 

“I wish the sounds of the bat breaking my 
head open would go away but they won’t,” she 
said. “He took from us our freedom to walk 
down a street and enjoy the sunshine without 
fear.” 

Now 28, Jurich said she still suffers from sei- 
zures, cannot drive or ride a bike and has lost 
her job due to the aftereffects of the attack. 
Her fiance accompanied her to court, consol- 
ing her as the sentence was handed down. 

McShane’s injuries were more severe. She 
requires constant care and is a shell of her for- 
mer lively self Now 27, she needs a team of 10

two women’s purses, she testified. 

When Viramontes stepped before the 
bench to address the judge Thursday, he read 
from a sheet of paper. 

“I could never understand the pain that Na- 
tasha McShane and Stacy Jurich have experi- 
enced,” he said. “I just hope that the court’s 
sentence will ... {start} the healing process.” 

Alonso could have imposed up to 120 years 
in prison on Viramontes, who was convicted by 
a jury last October on all 10 counts of attempt- 
ed first-degree murder, armed robbery and ag- 
gravated battery Viramontes, 35, must serve 85 
percent of the sentence, almost 77 years. 

Jurich, standing before a dozen TV cameras 
in the lobby of the Leighton Criminal Court 
Building, grew emotional. 

“Thank you to the city of Chicago for being 
so supportive,” she said. “It’s still a beautiful 
place for us to live. ... {I’m} very excited for the 
outcome today and I’m happy he can’t hurt 
anyone again.” 


caregivers to assist her around the clock. She 
attends physical therapy five days a week and 
cannot walk outside her home unassisted. 

The burden helped tear apart her parents’ 
marriage, according to her mother. 

‘A swing of the bat is what robbed our 
beautiful daughter and sister of her future,” 
McShane said. “Why Natasha? Why us? She 
is still alive, but it feels we have lost her.” 

In a recorded jailhouse phone call played at 
his trial, Viramontes said he had attacked the 


women because he needed money to get high 
or to help out a stripper friend. 

The friend, Marcy Cruz, ended up testify- 
ing against Viramontes at trial in exchange 
for a 22-year sentence, providing critical evi- 
dence for the prosecution. She said they met 
the night of the attack at a nightclub, had 
sex in her minivan and then drove north to 
Bucktown with Viramontes at the wheel. He 
parked, grabbed her boyfriend’s bat and then 
walked off, returning a few minutes later with

Residents debate CTA’s 
proposed Belmont bypass

Jacob Peters doesn’t live near the Belmont 
stop in Lakeview, but Thursday he waded 
into what is shaping up to be a neighborhood 
fight over a CTA proposal to create a bypass 
near Belmont Avenue to ease Red, Purple and 
Brown line train travel. 

Peters, who lives in Logan Square, said 
he rides the CTA through Lakeview several 
times a week— the Red Line to visit his girl- 
friend in Lakeview and the Brown Line to 
visit his parents in Albany Park. He said he 
has frequently waited at the train bottleneck 
north of the Belmont stop. 

Peters said he supports creating a Belmont 
bypass, but he opposes the CTAs proposal to 
forcibly purchase i6 buildings to make the by- 
pass happen. 

“The improvement is direly needed, but I 
don’t think i6 buildings have to be torn down,” 
said Peters, 27. “It just has to be done in a scal- 
pel-like way rather than a hammer-like way” 

Peters was one of more than 170 people 
who attended a CTA hearing Thursday in 
Wrigleyville about the proposed $320 mil- 
lion flyover. Participants who talked to Red- 
Eye expressed mixed reaction to the bypass, 
which would allow Brown Line trains to travel 
up and over Red and Purple Line tracks to 
avoid having to wait for those trains to pass at 
the junction near Belmont. 

The CTA said the bypass, which would be 


40 to 45 feet tall at its highest point, is needed 
so that it can increase train capacity by 30 per- 
cent and reduce train wait time there. But the 
proposal has drawn ire from Lakeview resi- 
dents who say they oppose the CTAs building 
demolition plan, which would alter the neigh- 
borhood’s skyline. 

There is no timetable for construction, 
which could begin in 2017 at the earliest. 

Some of the 16 buildings targeted for CTA 
purchase are residential, but some are busi- 
nesses such as Johnny O’Hagans Irish Pub & 
Restaurant, 947 W. Roscoe St., and Beggars 
Pizza and Beer bar, 3415-3419 N. Clark St. 
Residents and businesses learned their build- 
ings could be impacted through letters mailed 
to them. 

The CTA says the project is not just about 
reducing delays— it’s also about increasing 
capacity The bypass would allow the CTA to 
add six to nine Red Line trains per hour dur- 
ing rush periods, the agency said. Additional 
trains could serve 7,200 more riders. 

“If CTA does not address the rail configura- 
tion, the current level of service will stay the 
same in the future despite the fact that more 
customers will be taking public transporta- 
tion. In other words, ridership will be capped, 
with long-term consequences for Chicago 
and its residents,” CTA spokeswoman Tammy 
Chase said in an e-mail to RedEye.

Thai army stages coup 


BANGKOK Thailand’s army chief, Prayuth Chan- 
ocha, will head the military council that is now 
in charge of the country a deputy spokesman 
said Thursday after the army staged a coup to 
remove the government. 

Winthai Suvaree, in a televised statement, 
said the constitution was being suspended 
but the Senate upper house and all courts 
would continue to function.

Chicago makes a marquee 
appearance in ‘Watch Dogs’

Imagine forcing a Red Line train to slam on its brakes at 
the tap of a button. Or leaving Chicago’s finest in the dust 
during a thrilling chase on Wacker Drive by activating the 
Wells Street bridge. 

It’s a video game, yes, but the much hyped techno-thriller 
“Watch Dogs”— finally hitting gaming consoles and PCs 
May 27— doubles as a Chicagoan’s wildest fantasy In the 
shoes of a mysterious vigilante named Aiden Pearce, play- 
ers are armed with a futuristic device that can hack into 
almost anything on the city’s grid— electrical systems, secu- 
rity cameras, even smartphones. Think of Pearce as Batman 
armed with a superpowered phone app. 

Unlike Gotham City however, Pearce’s hometown is not 
a work of fiction. It’s the most fully realized Chicago ever 
produced in gaming. Developer Ubisoft Montreal spent 
nearly five years building a world in which players can navi- 
gate their way through brick-by-brick virtual versions of 
real places such as the Willis Tower, Navy Pier or Millen- 
nium Park. The Second City was chosen as the backdrop 
for the new open-world action franchise because of its rich 
history sense of scale and landmarks both natural and man- 
made, according to lead animation director Colin Graham. 

“There are so many iconic landmarks and these great 
roads and bridges. Plus you’ve got the lakefront,” Graham 
said. “It’s really a location scout’s dream.” 

Digitally reconstructing an urban area as dense and 
sprawling as Chicago was easier said than done. Ubisoft 
had the luxury of re-creating historic cities from centuries 
long past in its ‘Assassin’s Creed” series— where some of the 
specifics easily could be fudged 

“When you’re dealing with a town 400 years old, you can 
say, ‘well, this place is on this street,’ and most people don’t 
know the difference,” lead writer Kevin Shortt said. “This 
was different because people can look out, walk out their 


door and see the real Chicago.” 

To help craft a believable facsimile, Ubisoft embed- 
ded a large team from Montreal for several weeks for 
a crash course in all things Chicago. The artists spent 
time learning the architecture and look of the city 
while writers immersed themselves in the people and 
culture. They also hired roughly 60 local voice ac- 
tors— from well-known stage actors to a uniformed 
police officer— to grant an added sense of authentic- 
ity to the game’s 40,000-plus lines of dialogue. 

“It was a big investment to have all the acting 
recorded in Chicago, but there’s nothing more 
disconcerting than hearing the wrong accent,” 

Graham said. “We knew we couldn’t fake 
some things.” 

Working with locals also educated “Watch 
Dogs’ ” writers on Chicago’s idiosyncrasies, 
including the police department’s unique 
crime-reporting codes and regional slang. 

“They’d say, ‘no, we don’t say things that way; 
we do it this way It’s not the waterfront; it’s the 
lakefront,’ ” Shortt said. 

Ubisoft paid attention to some details more 
than others, however. The developers admit they 
took “creative liberties” for the sake of making “Watch 
Dogs” more fun. Some streets were widened from four to 
six lanes to make car chases easier. Neighborhoods outside 
of the Loop and River North either don’t exist or have been 
hodgepodged together. Strangest of all: The entire metro- 
politan area is situated on an island. 

“The game isn’t trying to do a street-by-street represen- 
tation of Chicago; what we wanted to do was have players 
come away with the vibe of Chicago, and I think we’ve pulled 
it off pretty well,” Shortt said. “Chicagoans will probably play 
it and say ‘This street doesn’t turn off here, and this neigh- 
borhood isn’t there,’ but I hope they like the game a lot. We 
certainly wanted to do justice; we love the city”

The Loop 

Willis Tower, check. Streets named for dead 
presidents, check. Minor quibbles aside (The 
Bean looks more like a giant, yogurt-covered 
raisin), this is a near-picture-perfect 
downtown. Look closely and you can even see 
some RedEye-shaped newspaper boxes. 
Score: 4 (out of 4) stars 

The West Side 

Aside from a vague Humboldt Park-like com- 
munity in Parker Square, the west is not the 
best in “Watch Dogs.” 

Score: 0 stars 

River North/Magnificent Mile 

It’s been renamed “Mad Mile,” but otherwise 
this historic shopping and tourist district is 
relatively spot-on. The John Hancock Center, 
Water Tower and Navy Pier (sans Ferris wheel) 
all resemble their counterparts. 

Score: 3.5 stars 

The North Side 

The Gold Coast is represented, but most North 
Side neighborhoods have disappeared. An 
area called Parker Square on the West Side 
appears to be a weird hybrid of Lakeview, 
Humboldt Park and ... the suburbs? 

Score: 1.5 stars 


The South Side 

Divided into an industrial/shipping district 
(Brandon Docks) and a poorer area domi- 
nated by violent gangs (The Wards), this area 
only faintly resembles the true South Side. No 
Chinatown, no Hyde Park, no U.S. Cellular? No, 
thanks. Also, the developers have relocated 
the now-razed Cabrini Green towers. 

Score: 1 star 

The lakefront 

Miles of beach and path are missing, but Lake 
Michigan looks pretty accurate. Then again, 
the degree of difficulty is a little lower when its 
mostly just a whole lot of water. 

Score: 2 stars 

The suburbs 

There are elements of Chicago’s suburbs 
mixed into the game’s Parker Square neighbor- 
hood, but don’t expect to find, say, Naperville 
anywhere. Situated in a mountainous forest 
region north of the city is a faux town called 
Pawnee. Mountains in the Chicago ’burbs? 
Yeah, right. 

Score: 1 star 

Sports facilities 

U.S. Cellular Field and the United Center are 
MIA, and Soldier and Wrigley fields have been 
smooshed together into a mutant North Side 
locale called “May Stadium.” 

Score: .5 stars 


People 

A mayor is mentioned, but Rahm Emanuel is 
nowhere to be found. Nor are there any other 
notable Chicagoans, even if the game makes 
historical references to Al Capone and other 
infamous criminals. Instead, “Watch Dogs” cre- 
ated thousands of ordinary citizens who repre- 
sent rough composites of locals-cops, graphic 
designers, nonprofit workers, musicians. The 
voice acting sounds authentic without the ste- 
reotypical “Da Bears!” Chicago accent.

A new virtual reality 


Local game-maker strives 
to depict daiiy Englewood 
life with ‘We Are Chicago’

Guns, gangs and violence are unmistakable 
themes in Michael Block’s latest video game, 
but those expecting “Grand Theft Auto: Chi- 
cago” will be greatly disappointed. 

In “We Are Chicago,” the DePaul grad’s 
indie project about life in Englewood, to be 
released for PC in September, there are no 
drive-bys or beatdowns depicted on-screen. 
The game’s main character, an African-Amer- 
ican teenager named Aaron, doesn’t lay a fin- 
ger on a gun. Instead, gamers will experience 
everyday life: walking to school, working at a 
fast-food joint or hanging out in a park while 
talking with friends and family The idea. 
Block says, is to let players walk in the virtual 
shoes of someone growing up in a neighbor- 
hood that’s been narrowly defined by its high 
homicide count and gang problems. 

“We’re trying very hard so that you’ll empa- 
thize with Aaron and show that just because 
you live in Englewood, you still have a sister, 
you still have a mother, and they feel the same 
to him as yours do,” said Block, 26, of Lakev- 
iew “We’re all Chicagoans, and if {violence} is 
affecting some of us, it affects aU of us.” 

If chatting with your little sister or walk- 
ing the halls of a high school don’t exactly 
sound thrilling, well, that’s kind of the point. 
“We Are Chicago” is the latest example of an 
emerging genre dubbed “serious games,” titles 
that typically deal with real-world situations 
and events with the aim of educating players 
and provoking debate. One such game, 2013 
indie darling “Papers, Please,” won critical ac- 
claim by exploring the thorny issue of immi- 
gration. It forced players to inhabit the role of 
an immigration inspector at a fictitious coun- 
try’s border checkpoint, deciding whom to 
allow through. 

The term “serious games” might sound like 
an oxymoron, but Jay Margalus, a 29 -year-old 
indie game developer who also teaches at De- 
Paul, compares them to documentaries. 

“When you talk about ‘Tetris,’ ‘Super Mario,’ 
games like that, they’re more like toys,” Mar- 
galus said. “But as games become more of art 
forms, they’re being designed as not just a way 
to consume entertainment but convey feelings 
and emotions, much like films and TV can do.” 

Block believes these games have a special 
potential to affect change due to their inter-

“If you’re a passive observer of a movie or 
a book, you’re getting this information but 
it’s not something you’re internalizing neces- 
sarily” he said. “But if you’re playing a game, 
you’re making decisions for characters. You’re 
not just a spectator.” 

The Sheboygan, Wis., native’s last effort 
was the opposite of serious. As part of local 
indie outfit The Men Who Wear Many Hats, 
he helped develop “Organ Trail,” a zombie 
apocalypse-themed rehash of the ’80s game 
“Oregon Trail.” 

But for his next project. Block wanted to go 
beyond satire. He began exploring the idea of 
turning a game into an individual biography 
Block found his subject after volunteering last 
May for Community Action Day through the 
All Stars Project of Chicago. There, he spoke 
with residents of the South and West sides 


about how violence affected them on a daily 
basis. 

“There were so many depressing stories 
and terrified stories of people getting mugged 
and jumped and robbed and shot at. It’s not 
something that happens to everyone on a 
daily basis, but often enough that people have 
had an experience with it or know someone 
that has,” he said. “It kind of got to the point 
where it’s like, ‘OK, this is something that 
needs to be told.’ ” 

Soon after forming independent studio 
Culture Shock Games to begin work on “We 
Are Chicago” last year. Block realized that, as 
a white person living in Lakeview, he needed 
more than just a few interviews to accurately 
depict life in Englewood. 

He is collaborating with Englewood musi- 
cians on the game’s soundtrack and is seeking 
out voice actors from the neighborhood. He 
also hired longtime Englewood resident Tony 
Thornton, 59, a former postal worker turned 
communications student at Kennedy King 
College, to help write dialogue and add au- 
thentic details. 

Thornton admitted he was skeptical when 


Block first approached him. 

‘At first I was like, ‘Why does this young 
white guy want to make this game with a 
young black man from the South Side in it?’ “ 
Thornton said. But after meeting with Block, 
he became a believer. “It won’t make you an 
expert on black life in Englewood. Hope- 
fully people will play it and see a commonal- 
ity and think, ‘If I lived in those conditions, 
what kind of reaction would I have to it?’ Just 
working on this game has affected me, so now 
I hope it has an effect on other people.” 

Block is spending $50,000 of his own 
money to make “We Are Chicago,” and 
he admits he doesn’t really know if it has a 
market. It’s one of two games that star 
Chicago this summer; the other, “Watch 
Dogs,” is a massively hyped blockbuster that 
treats the Second City as an urban playground 
for the brand of murder and mayhem that’s 
standard in action games. 

Block has little doubt which one most gam- 
ers will play 

“ ‘Watch Dogs,’ for sure,” he laughed. “I 
don’t have any illusions about that.”

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SHAKE SHACK DINOSAUR BAR-B-QUE 


Started in: New York. From 2001 to 2003, Union Square Hospitality Group-led by legendary res- 
taurateur Danny Meyer (Union Square Cafe, Gramercy Tavern, The Modern and more)-set up a 
hot dog cart as an art installation to benefit the Madison Square Park Conservancy. In 2004, the 
group won a bid to set up the park’s first permanent kiosk and Shake Shack was born. 

Future location: 66 E. Ohio St., in the former Harley-Davidson store space in River North ETA: Fall 


Started in: Syracuse, N.Y., in 1988. There are eight locations total in New Jersey, 
New York and Connecticut. Future location: 923 W. Weed St., across the street 
from Joe’s Bar on the border of Old Town and Lincoln Park ETA: March 


They say: “We call it a modern roadside 
burger stand, and that’s about calling back to 
what was great about them. They were the 
community gathering place. It didn’t matter 
if you were a mother, doctor, lawyer, or police 
officer. You were equals when you were eating 
at a stand,” said vice president of operations 
ZachKoff 

We say: Shake Shack is what might happen 
if Culver’s were invented in Logan Square. 
Locations serve local beers, California 


wine, hand-cut fries and fair-trade coffee 
milkshakes. Lines at the original location 
can rival the lines at Hot Doug’s, so Shake 
Shack might take a bite out of M Burger’s 
downtown stronghold on fast-food burgers. 
How it measures up: Each Shake Shack 
is different architecturally to jive with its 
neighborhood, said Koff The Chicago 
location will be about 3,000 square feet, 
about the same size as most urban locations. 
Sidewalk seating is also in the plans. 


They say: “We try to be smart with our 
meat selection and honor the nuances of 
each type {of meat}. We make our own 
charcoal. We go low and slow and put 
our own spin on things with interesting 
side dishes and appetizers,” said founder/ 
owner/pitmas ter John Stage. “We have 
a saying that when the brisket’s right, 
everything else will follow” 

We say: This is where hipsters and bikers 
can meet for smoky meat treats and chef- 
inspired appetizers. Dinosaur’s roots are 
in smoking meat in a repurposed 55-gal- 


lon drum at motorcycle shows. While 
Stage conquered the world with his 
smoked, blackened brisket and thick pink 
smoke-ringed ribs, he also charmed folks 
with fancy pecorino cheese-dusted fried 
green tomatoes and pimento cheese- and 
pulled pork-topped poutine at Dinosaur’s 
Brooklyn location. 

How it measures up: The Chicago loca- 
tion will be approximately 12,800 feet 
with two floors, a beer garden and plans 
to feature live music. 
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Started in: Brussels, where the original location was founded by baker Alain Coumont in 
1990. The LPQ empire has since expanded to more than 200 locations around the world. 
ETA: 135 N. Clinton St. (opened May 8) in the West Loop, 1000 W. Armitage Ave. (opening 
May 22) in Lincoln Park and 10 E. Delaware Place (opening July 6) in the Gold Coast

Started in: Los Angeles in 2009 by Adam Fleischman, a former wine wonk. 
Future location: 1480 N. Milwaukee Ave. in Wicker Park ETA: August

Started in: New York in 2005. Former Le Pain Quotidien vice president Laurent Halasz founded the restau- 
rant, which went bi-coastal in 2011 when it opened in Los Angeles. Chicago will be the first non-New York or 
California spot.

They say: “Fig & Olive is the cuisine from where 
Fm from, the south of France. It’s centered 
around ingredients and flavors from Provence, 
Italy and Spain that I grew up with,” said com- 
pany president Halasz. “Everything is prepared 
in respect to the ingredients. It’s not complicated 
cuisine. We don’t use a lot of butter and cream; 
we do use good olive oil. This is how my mother 
cooked at home.” 

We say: Though it’s not strictly Italian, the 
see-and-be-seen French Riviera vibe and menu— 
think whole-roasted fish and crudo as well as 


pasta, crostini, meats and cheeses— sounds like 
it could be a serious competitor to fellow Gold 
Coast restaurant Nico Osteria. 

How it measures up: The 12,400 -square-foot 
location will be similar in size to Fig & Olive’s 
other restaurants. “I fell in love with the location 
on Oak Street. {It has} 40 feet of windows and 
you can see the skyline,” said Halasz. “You feel like 
you are in a big townhouse, like you’re entering a 
house in Provence.”

They say: “The core of our business is 
whole-wheat sourdough bread topped 
with simple, fresh, great ingredients,” 
said CEO Vincent Herbert.

We are often 
asked the question, Are we a restaurant 
where you buy your bread or a bakery 
where you eat?’ What we know is we are 
a communal gathering place where you 
meet strangers and listen to classical mu- 
sic in a rustic farmhouse environment.”

How it measures up: The just-opened 
West Loop location is smaller, with 
limited seating. “It provides a great view 
of our bakers at work,” said Herbert. 
“{The} Lincoln Park {location} will be a 
little larger with grab-and-go.” 


They say: “We’re not bringing a better 
burger but a different burger with lots of 
innovation,” said Trevor Sacco, vice presi- 
dent of restaurant operations. “Umami is 
the fifth taste,” he said, referring to the 
four basic tastes (salty, sour, sweet and 
bitter). “It’s very savory It’s based on a 
compound called glutamate, found in 
mushrooms and tomatoes.” 

We say: When companies say they’re 
bringing a “different” burger, it’s often just 


marketing chatter, but Umami Burger does 
sound unique. Each patty is made of prime 
cuts of beef— ground in-house through- 
out the day— that are loosely packed and 
topped with umami-rich ingredients such 
as parmesan, caramelized onion, truffle 
glaze and shiitake mushrooms. 

How it measures up: This location will be 
about 2,800 square feet. It will also serve 
locally made buns and a to-be-announced 
burger unique to the Wicker Park outpost.

On the clock 


You can call it 
superhero burnout, 
but it’s really just idea 
burnout: “X-Men: 
Days of Future Past” 
is a big-budget, highly 
anticipated comic- 
book movie that does 
nothing to set itself 
apart. The story? The 
action? Yes, there’s a 
lot going on. But the 
texture and wow fac- 
tors are gone. 

Don’t get me wrong. I really, really liked 
20ii’s “X-Men: First Class,” and “Days of Fu- 
ture Past” does, uh, travel all over the world in 
hopes of being entertaining. There’s New Y)rk, 
Moscow, China, Paris, DC., Saigon. There’s 
also a very “Terminator”-esque plot in which 
LoganAM)lverine (Hugh Jackman) goes back 
in time (to the ’70s, where those sideburns fit 
in perfectly) so he can stop Mystique (Jen- 
nifer Lawrence) from killing a doctor (Peter 
Dinklage) and, in effect, causing a war in which 
killer robots exterminate nearly all mutants. 

In other words, that’s a double whammy 
for those suffering both superhero and time- 
travel fatigue. 

Returning to the franchise, director Bryan 
Singer (“X-Men,” “X2: X-Men United”) has

lost his handle on freshness and fun. Simon 
Kinberg co-wrote the horrible “X-Men: The 
Last Stand,” so yeah. The poorly constructed 
“Days of Future Past” too often feels like 
work, attempting to wield its size as a weapon 
without finding ways to stick (unlike last 
week’s surprisingly finessed “Godzilla.”) I 
guess it’s nice to see Lawrence speaking both 
Vietnamese and French, and in small mo- 
ments Michael Fassbender (as Erik/Magneto) 
and James McAvoy (as Charles Xavier) stand 
out from an overloaded cast rarely able to 
make individual contributions. Fans of the 
Marvel comics may rejoice at the sight of cer- 
tain characters, but they do little onscreen. 

Elsewhere, the movie features a lousy 
Richard Nixon impression, odd references 
to the JEK assassination and Ellen Page (as 
Kitty Pryde) supervising Logan’s time jump 
in a sequence reminiscent of “Inception,” 
just without the engrossing plotting or 
impressive use of slow-mo. “X-Men: Days of 
Euture Past” won’t be mistaken for the 1967 
Moody Blues album “Days of Euture Passed,” 
but it also shouldn’t be mistaken for a good 
“X-Men” movie.

late mother but so she can undergo a “She’s 
AllThat”-like transformation, a guy she likes 
can then instantly notice her and she can 
stop playing basketball (which she previously 
excelled at).

Adam Sandler movie, being inconsistent and 



disingenuous is the norm, while people who 
are overweight, gay or non-gorgeous are to 
be mocked. In “Blended,” that also means 
Jim insisting on playing baseball, not cricket, 
in South Africa. And it means non-white 
characters, including Terry Crews (“Brooklyn 
Nine-Nine”) as a caricature of an African 
performer, are only there to spew punchlines, 
as these families have no interest in the local 
culture. We don’t see Jim’s young daughter, 
who loves Lauren, interact with his middle 
daughter, who still pretends her mom is with 
them at all times. Instead, we see rhinos hav- 


ing sex. And a cameltoe joke. 

Meanwhile, the constant message is that 
women, presented either as boobs or nags, 
must change themselves for men, who need 
do nothing more than not be horrible lOO 
percent of the time. 

And even if they are, women will forget ev- 
erything Sandler’s character— a guy who has 
no concern for seeing a child’s head bash into 
a wall— does if he apologizes once. The irony 
of course, is that nothing short of a public 
flogging would be enough to make amends 
for these messages.

Less than two years 
ago, Joaquin Phoenix 
starred in a movie 
that opened with a 
shot of water— the 
wake of a boat. Paul 
Thomas Anderson’s 
challenging master- 
piece “The Master” offered not just extraordi- 
nary performances but a fascinating examina- 
tion of guidance, rebellion and so much more. 
It was the best movie of 2012. 

Affecting but undeserving of the “master- 
piece” tag some have tossed its way “The Im- 
migrant” also stars Phoenix and also involves 
water in its opening, to much different effect. 
Directed and co-written by James Gray (the 
solid “Two Lovers,” the weak “We Own the 
Night”), the film begins by sea at the back of 
the Statue of Liberty It’s 1921 at New York’s 
Ellis Island, and the image is a profound sum- 
mary of how quickly the sense of promise 
and welcome vanished for many new arrivals 
in the United States. That is, if they ever felt 
welcome at all.

Ewa (Marion Cotillard) certainly doesn’t. 
The ship’s manifest claims she has “low mor- 
als,” threatening to have the Polish woman 
sent back to her native land not long after be- 
ing separated from her sister, Magda (Angela 
Sarafyan). Ewa briefly discovers a friendly 
face in Bruno (Phoenix), whose offer of help 
makes no mention of his plan to add Ewa to 
his roster of prostitutes. Ewa has few options 
until she meets Bruno’s cousin Emil (Jeremy 
Renner), who performs under the less-than- 
astounding moniker Orlando the Magician. 
His fondness comes only from physical 
attraction, much like the routine, predictable 
affection Bruno develops for a woman he 
does little to protect. 

So “The Immigrant,” the opening night 
feature at the 2013 Chicago International 
Eilm Eestival, eventually becomes a dry love 
triangle planted on top of Ewa’s far more 
valid experience. While Phoenix and Renner 


struggle to make more of their underwritten 
roles, Cotillard is fantastic. The Oscar win- 
ner (“La Vie En Rose”) showcases Ewa as a 
strong woman hanging on to shreds of power 
while falling victim to those with more. So 
it’s unfortunate that Gray, lacking the eye to 
add insight to a terrible part of American his- 
tory relies on so many stock characters and 
predictable developments. 


Many themes explored in “The Immi- 
grant” are anything but solved nearly 100 
years later, but a structure comparing the 
past and present whould better acknowledge 
what has or hasn’t changed. Instead, the film 
movingly and not-always-convincingly recog- 
nizes well-explored truths about the land of 
opportunity a melting pot where many have 
been cooked.

Like a disappointing, 
minimal adaptation 
of a great novel, 

“Ida” (which isn’t 
actually based on a 
book) turns what 
should have been 
a complex mystery 
into a simple question and answer. 

The iqdos-set film from Polish director/ 
co-writer Pawel Pawlikowski (“My Summer 
of Love”) watches as Anna (AgataTrzebu- 
chowska) meets her only living relative. Aunt 
Wanda (Agata Kulesza), just prior to taking 
her vows as a nun. Wanda’s the opposite of 
Anna: Outgoing and somewhat desperate, 
she drinks, smokes and sleeps around. In 
an American remake, she might be played 
by Allison Janney (think of her role in “The 
Way Way Back”). Wanda and Anna set out 
to discover how Anna’s parents died and 
where they’re buried. You’d think this would 
be a complicated effort full of significant 
events and meaningful scenes— it’s not. The 
two spend a bunch of time waiting around; 
eventually we witness the tears and regret of 
a character we barely know

white “Ida” for its efficiency At 78 minutes, it 
does get started and stay on track economi- 
cally Yet the film provides only basic cause- 
and-effect with little connection to the past. 
Anna learns that her given name was Ida and 
that she’s Jewish; of course this would affect 
a conservative woman about to become a 
nun. But we have no sense of how shakeable 
her faith may be. “Ida” takes place only in the 
’60s, and while a movie that discusses the 
Holocaust doesn’t always need to extensively 
depict those horrors, “Ida” unjustly mini- 
mizes the past. 

Pawlikowski evokes a lingering sense of 
guilt, of history looming over the present. 
There’s no doubt that humanity runs the 
spectrum from beauty to tragedy but the 
filmmaker also holds back, so it’s difficult to 
gauge the characters’ emotional evolution. 
And for a film suggesting we often may not 
know what we’re missing, it’s a shame for 
“Ida” to be treated as a classic just because it 
looks like one on the surface.

One of the worst sins 
a documentary can 
commit is assessing a 
situation and saying, 
“If everyone could 
just stop caring about 
money things would 
get so much better.” 

Discussing the issue of childhood obesity 
in a somewhat clueless vacuum, “Fed Up” says 
that 8o percent of the nation’s schools have 
contracts with fast food companies— and just 
imagine how much healthier kids could be. 

In theory that’s a great call. But how many 
schools are so overfunded that they can turn 
their back on a consistent influx of cash? 

Some of the movie’s other problems: 
Claiming a worldwide spike in obesity while 
only examining the United States. Including 
obvious statements, such as an NYU nutri- 
tion professor noting that food companies 
want to sell food. Not going deeper into asser- 
tions about how sugar is more addictive than 
cocaine and how today’s obese children put 
the country’s future in jeopardy And not ad-

dressing the programs utilizing new perspec- 
tives on food with a clearer understanding of 
what’s best for the body 

Much like last year’s “A Place at the Table,” 
“Fed Up” advocates for the defeat of con- 
science-free corporations, powerful lobbies 
and corrupt officials. It’s a completely valid 
point, but come on. It is unsettling to see how 
this doc, narrated by Katie Couric, suggests 
that first lady Michelle Obama’s “Let’s Move” 
campaign switched its focus from eating hab- 
its to exercise after the food industry muscled 
its way in. (Mrs. O declined to be interviewed 
for the movie.) In possibly the movie’s most 
priceless moment, a McDonald’s rep tells 
Congress that Ronald McDonald doesn’t mar- 
ket to kids— he inspires and informs through 
fun and magic. 

“Fed Up” doesn’t ask whether an outcry 
from concerned citizens actually would make 
complicit politicians take on these massive 



companies. And, yes, a home-cooked meal can 
cost less and be healthier than a KFC family 
dinner, but the doc refuses to consider that 
not everyone has equal access to supermarkets 
or the time and ability to cook. 

Also, it’s not as if the overweight teens 
interviewed in “Fed Up” have no access to in- 
formation about the effects of various foods. 
The Internet’s filled with it— let’s explore 


why they’re not learning it. If sugary foods are 
this generation’s cigarettes, as the doc claims, 
what about the people who smoke despite 
the warning label? Even knowing everything 
about food, some people stiU wouldn’t eat 
healthy These people aren’t interviewed. 

Without addressing these challenges, the 
important case of “Fed Up” becomes (insert 
easy reference to a food with holes in it).
